PROSECUTION ALL IE 

Theodore Durant's Trial Half 
Completed. 



WEAK PLACES ARE ALL FILLED. 



Come Startling Testimony Expected or the 
Young Medical Student Is Sorely 
Doomed— A Mere Guess at What the De- 
fense Will MM Forth— Witnesses Who 
Testified Yesterday. 

San Fkancisco, Sept. 25.— The case of 
the prosecution iu the trial of Theodore 
Durant closed yesterday afternoon. 
Yesterday was spout in putting the fin- 
ishing touches to the testimony against 
the accused. Witnesses were sum- 
moned to strengthen the entire case by 
filling in the weak places. The chief 
point which the prosecution sought to 
establish yesterday w.is that Durant 
had said that the last time he had seen 
Miss Lamont was when he parted with 
her on the morning of April 8 — she go- 
ing to school, he to the Cooper medical 
college. In all his statements regard- 
ing the disappearance of Blanche La- 
mont the deleudant stuck to the decla- 
ration. Detective Anthony, who ar- 
rested Durant, testitiod yesterday that 
Durant had made tnat statement to him 
when returning to the city after the 
arrest. 

Dr. Thomas A. Vogcl. a member of 
the Kmauuel church, stated that Du- 
rant had to him the Sunday alter the 
disappearance of Miss Lamont, made 
the same statement about tho last time 
he had seen her. The proserin ion ex- 
pects to score a strong point by demon- 
strating tO the jury that the prisoner 
made falso statements regarding his 
movements, ami the associations with 
uie },,, , ,i.< l- charge with having mur- 
dered. The district attorney, it u Midi 
will uso tins as the basis of an argu- 
ment that Durant's lirst statements 
were inspired by n kJ lister motive. If he 
had nothing to hide, it is argued, lie 
would have told Che truth about his 
laM meeting with the girl.

CALLS THF.M PIRATES. 

Minister Komero Wants That Oakland Ex- 
pedition flopped. 

New TOM, Sept. 15.— A special to 
Tlie Herald from Washington says: 
The government has been culled upon 
to stop an alleged piratical expedition 
in the Pacific. Seuor Romero, Mexican 
minister to the United States, informed 
the state department that the Mexican 
consul ill San Francisco had reported to 
him that the four-iuasted schooner Sa- 
tana was being fitted out iu Oakland, 
(Jul., to carry an expedition to Lower 
California to forcibly take possession of 
property in tnat region claimed by 
Fries & Bethune, the title to which is 
now iu litigation. 

This iuioriuation was sent to tho 
treasury department, and Acting Secre- 
tary Humiiu sent u telegram to the col- 
lector of customs in San Francisco, di- 
recting him to see that the neutrality 
laws an not violated in any way uy the 
schooner.

Washington, Sept. 25. — Up r-\ 
Stutes Consul General Priugle at Guat- 
emala, in a report to the state depart- 
ment, dated Aug. II, announces tne 
death in u hospital there on July 10 oi 
James McCormack, a carpenter, said to 
have been an American citizen. He 
had about *150,000, or frjOO.OOO on his 
person and about |800 in the Interna* 
tioiiul bank. The courts appointed 
Javier Arrovo administrator. 

The law of the country obliges the 
legal representatives of any one who 
dies In tne hospital in the state to pre- 
sent themselves witiiiu DO nays, otner- 
wiso the estate reverts to tho hospital. 
As the consul general was told that Mc- 
Cormack left a wife and soin I children, 
supposed to be in England, he procured 
from the judge an execution to th.ee 
mouths, of tlie time allowed for the ap- 
pearance oi tne heirs, the furthest limit 
pennitted by law, but he expresses leur 
cliuc Che Cime will elupse before Che 
widow gets Cue noCice.

Deep Waterway Convention In 
Cleveland. 



FROM FRESH WATER TO SALT. 



A Channel From the Inland Lukes to the 
Ocean I'liiposeil — C'nii|{H"« Will He 
Asked to Aid the I n J < t The Great 
Heneflt That Will He Derived There- 
from— Hilt Little ttpu isit ion. 

Cleveland, Sept. 25 - -Delegates to 
the first annual convention of the Deep 
Waterways association, which asscin 
bled here yesterday afternoon for a 
three days* session, constitute a re pre 
sentative bady. The American con- 
g r e ss , the Dominion parliament, big 
cities on both sides of the international 
boundary, great universities and scien- 
tific associations, boards of trade and 
organizations of engineers and vessel 
owners— all forces in the commerce and 
civilization of the American continent 
—aro represented. 

There are among the delegates men 
prominent in the scientific, educational, 
commercial, financial and industrial 
world— aud all aro inspired by a com- 
mon purpose — to break tho fettert 
which nave heretofore bound the com- 
merce of the gr.-at lakes by opening a 
deep waterway to the sea. The con- 
vention may not bo able to provide the 
meaus for making the great national 
improvement, but will discuss the ways 
and endeavor to select the best manner 
of doing so. 

They will boom the project for a 26- 
foot channel from tbe lakes to salt 
water. 

As good an authority as ex-Secretary 
Warner Miller has said thaC the next 
congress will be a waterway congress. 
It will be the aim of the association to 
convince congress that it is the highest 
Interest Of millions of people living in a 
icon of states to build a deep channel 
to the sea. Whether it bo by the way 
of the Hudson or the St. Lawrence is as 
yet undetermined. 

A 21 -foot channel from Duluth to 
Buffalo will be completed iu November. 
A J 4- foot channel now leads by the way 
of the St. Lawrence to the Atlantic. 
Farmers who raise grain and tho cattle- 
raisers of the west would be most bene- 
fited by the channel. It would open to 
lake port manufacturers an opportunity 
to send their products by boat, the 
cheapest possible freight to all parts of 
the world. I ippositiou is expected from 
Buffalo, Quebec and Moutreal— cities 
that would lose much of their import- 
ance as transfer points.
